3. Under this proposa, 12.1% of the amount collected from the light vehicle regigtration flat fee and the fee
in lieu of tax on dl vehicle typesis deposited in the highway tate specid revenue account. Under this
proposed changein digtribution there will be revenue decreases to the general fund of $21,473 in fisca
2002, and $43,589 in fisca 2003; to the univer sity system 6-mill account of $1,265 in fiscal 2002, and
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$2,569 in fisca 2003; to the state assumption of welfar e 9-mill account of $1,071 in fiscal 2002, and
$2,173 infiscal 2003; and to local gover nments of $881,942 in fiscal 2002, and $1,790,343 in fiscal
2003; Therewill be revenueincreases for district courtsof $340,574 in fiscal 2002, and $691,365 in
fiscd 2003; and to the highway state special revenue account of $565,177 in fisca 2002, and
$1,147,309 in fiscal 2003. Table 3 below shows the revenue impacts under this proposal by account/fund.

The above impacts in assumption three are calculated using a 1.5% annua growth rate per vehicle. The
caendar year 2000 motor vehicle database is used as the base year in making the calculationsin
assumption three.

Didtrict courts receive more funding under this proposal than under current law. Under current law, the
light vehicle regigtration fee paid by “newly manufactured” vehicles goes entirely to the highway specid
revenue account. Didrict courts receive 10% of registration fees paid on vehicles other than newly
manufactured vehicles. Under the proposd, digtrict courtswill receive 10% of all light vehide
registration fees.

Under this proposal loca governments revenue will decrease by $881,942 in fisca 2002 and $1,790,343 in
fiscd 2003.

Under this proposd, the state genera fund, the university system 6-mill account, the state assumption of
public assistance 9-mill account, and local government accounts will see a decrease in revenue as noted in
assumption 3. Thedigtrict courts and the highway state specia revenue account will see anincreasein
revenue as noted in assumption 3.
